The Boston Post Cane is a longstanding New 
England tradition that dates back to 1909 when Boston Post 
Publisher Edward Grozier gave the selectmen of 700 towns 
special canes trimmed with gold and ebony to be handed to 
the oldest male in each town until the time when it would 
be passed to the next oldest person in town. Rochester 
still carries on this tradition, although many of the canes 
throughout the region have been lost, stolen, or accidentally 
destroyed. 

Walker was born May 7, 1914 and he has seen 
the world change a lot through the course of his life. He 
remembers the names of his two horses, Tom and Jerry, that 
used to pull his family's carriage and graze on their farm in 
Maine, where Walker was raised until moving to Melrose, 
Massachusetts in 1938 with his wife Eleanor of 71 years. 

Walker and his wife moved to Rochester in 1946. He 
worked many years at Goodhue Lumber in Middleboro and 
was also a long-time employee at the Registry of Deeds in 
Plymouth. 

Walker was a hard worker, but his real passion 
was high up in the heavens. He was a stargazer and an 
astronomer, and he was always sharing his passion for 
astronomy with his friends and family. 

"Astronomy was my hobby," said Walker the 
afternoon of May 5, just before his oldest daughter, Cynthia 
Underbill, fastened on a white rose boutonniere for a 
birthday celebration planned for him at the nursing home. 

At his home on Snipatuit Road, when Walker was 
about 50, he spent a year of his life building an observatory

on his property, even grinding the lens to a homemade 
telescope by hand, which his daughter Lorna Walker fondly 
remembers. 

"He was out in the garage and every day he would 
start grinding," said Ms. Walker. "It was like therapy to him." 

His observatory and telescope were so impressive 
that The Sky and Telescope featured a story about Walker's 
work in its magazine. 

"I could write a whole history book," said Walker. "I 
could remember things that seem like yesterday, but were 73 
years ago." 

Walker recalled when he first moved to Rochester 
back in 1946, before the roads were even paved and none of 
the streets had street signs. 

"Somebody was always getting lost," said Walker. 
"When I came to town, Eleanor and I took a ride." He 
recalled laughing, "And I spent hours trying to get back 
home again." 

Walker became deeply involved in Town politics, 
starting on the Finance Committee and then later getting 
elected as selectman. 

"I love the Town," said Walker.

He remembered saying to the residents, "If I get 
elected, you're gonna get street signs/' This was one of 
Walker's greatest accomplishments as selectman of the Town 
of Rochester. 

"So I gave the town street signs," Walker said 
proudly. He spearheaded the whole project, sending out for 
information to Boston to find out how and from where to get 
street signs to identify the Town's roads. 

"And lo and behold," said Walker. "Do you know 
how much it cost to put in all those signs? Two-hundred 
dollars." 

Walker said he served two terms as selectman, 
although his daughter Cynthia thought it was for 12 years.

Incumbent Selectman Gushing said in his opening 
statement that he has been serving Marion for 12 years on 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, the Finance Committee, and 
six years as a selectman. 

He said he was proud that while a selectman, the 
Town's bond rating has gone up three times because of the 
Town's sound financial processes and procedures. 

"It's not an easy rating to get," said Cushing. "It's 
not given away" He added that it would have a positive 
impact on future borrowing for the Marion Town House 
project. 

"I've enjoyed my opportunity to serve as selectman 
and hope I've earned your trust," said Cushing as he 
wrapped up his opening statement before the three-minute 
mark. 

Jones went right into his qualifications as a chief 
engineer with experience with capital budgets and planning, 
saying, "some of them about the size of Marion's." 

He listed several of his volunteer positions within 
the community before he touched upon his years serving 
as an emergency medical technician, and he brought up 
the July 2012 incident when police escorted him from a 
selectmen's meeting when discussion got heated over the 
merging of fire and EMS. 

During that meeting, Jones was vehemently 
opposed to the merger, and at one point Cushing suggested 
Jones relinquish the microphone, but as Jones approached 
the meeting table, Cushing had Jones removed by police 
escort.

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not allowed to return for many months "before doctors and 
psychologists" recommended he could come back to work. 
"But I did it and I came back," said Jones. "Fm a 

fighter." 

Residents then had a chance to ask questions, one of 
them about the grant writer position - a matter of contention 
during FY15 budget talks when FinCom wanted to do away 
with the position, citing ineffectiveness, and selectmen voted 
to keep the grant writer. The resident asked about how much 
the grant writer has brought in for the Town. 

"To date, I don't think there has been a lot," said 
Gushing. "It's a process that doesn't start over night." He 
said selectmen must monitor the grant writer's progress to 
ensure results. 

The resident suggested sharing a grant writer with

other towns, which Gushing said, hypothetically speaking, 
could be done. 

Jones criticized how the grant writer is essentially 
unsupervised and receives a salary whether or not she brings 
in grants. He said sharing would be a great idea, probably 
one of the best he has heard on the issue. 

When it comes to priorities in the Town, Gushing 
said his top priority would be what to do with the aging 
Town House, as well as other structures in Town, that have 
been poorly maintained, such as the Music Hall. 

"If we don't start addressing some of their needs, 
they're going to crumble around us,'' said Gushing. He 
referred to the basement of the Music Hall as "the belly of 
the beast," asking Jones if he had ever been down there after 
Jones questioned why more money should be "poured" into 
the building's preservation. 

Jones said his engineering skills would help a lot 
pertaining to structures in Town, and criticized the Town 
House's storage of records in the basement that are in an 
"abysmal state, rotting on pallets," and how records are 
"strewn everywhere on the third floor." 

"That's something the selectmen should' ve taken 
care of a long time ago," said Jones. 

In closing. Gushing said his experience as a 
selectman is what qualifies him for reelection. He said that 
when he was elected six years ago, he "felt [he] was well 
prepared to hit the ground running," and that the first 
three years were a learning experience for him about the 
challenges the Town faces. He said his experience has proven 
his dedication and that he hopes to continue to serve the

Jones said he believes in term limits and that issues 
have been left unattended, like the permit for flow^ at the 
water treatment plant, which he said could have serious 
implications in the future. He pointed out that Gushing is the 
sewer commissioner. 

After selectmen candidates, the four Planning Board 
candidates, vying for three seats on the board, listed their 
qualifications and answered a few questions. 

Robert Lane expressed his "enchantment'' with 
Marion, and his desire to maintain its charm with his 
regulatory experience over the course of his career, along 
with his creativity. 

Eileen Marum gave an extensive list of 
qualifications, from her education in government and 
public policy, several relevant certifications, and experience 
updating by-laws for the Town of Easton during an 
internship. One of her priorities is updating the Town Master 
Plan, which expires in 2015, as well as overhauling the 
zoning by-laws. 

Incumbent Ted North called the current Planning 
Board a "highly qualified planning board," and listed his 
past experiences in corporate law, teaching law, and as a 
senior executive with strengths in financial transactions. 

Mike Popitz said he is in favor of supporting the 
environment and the natural beauty of Marion, and doubted 
he had the qualifications of the other three candidates; 
nonetheless, he said his experience teaching at Harvard, his 
ingenuity as an inventor, his creativity, and his experiencing 
planning and being quick-thinking could be assets to the 
board. 

As for priorities. Lane's is updating the master 
plan, Marum' s is the master plan as well as affordable senior 
housing. North's is also the master plan, and Popitz' s are 
the master plan, elderly housing, bringing in more business, 
beautification of Marion, lessening pollution, and furthering 
recreational spaces in Marion.

During an April 29 meeting, the FinCom candidly 
expressed their intention to recommend the passing over of 
Article 15, saying the chief has not cooperated in the process 
of providing information, most notably a specific quote for an 
amount to appear in the article. 

'Tet, I have attended every meeting that I have been 
asked to attend, answered every question asked, and provided 
whatever documentation requested that I have available,'' stated 
Joyce. 

Joyce said he has not deviated from the customary 
process of obtaining an approximate bid for the proposed 
vehicle when asking for Town Meeting to appropriate the 
money before purchasing the vehicle.

the Town where a purchase ... is funded by town meeting action 
prior to it going to bid,'' read Joyce. ''Second, even if this were 
not the normal acquisition process, I am neither responsible for, 
nor have I any say as to what goes on the warrant." 

Selectman Jonathan Henry concurred with Joyce. 
Hemy said you start with a general set of specifications, get 
an approximate amount, "and then that is brought to Town 
Meeting," said Henry. 

"Even if we did find a truck, without having an 
appropriation approved and available, we would not be able to 
purchase it in a timely manner," stated Joyce. 

Joyce vehemently defended himself against accusations 
that he has not been transparent and willing with FinCom, 
saying all along, meeting after meeting, Joyce was dismissed 
without further questions regarding the fire truck. 

FinCom Chairman Alan Minard's statement at 
the April 30 meeting about passing over the article and 
"embarrass[ing] the chief on Town Meeting floor" was especially 
offensive to Joyce. 

"It is not only indicative of a personal attack, but it is 
disrespectful and unprofessional," said Joyce. His statement 
continues, "I am appalled that the FinCom feels that they need 
to personally attack me . . . Their threat to personally attack me 
on Town Meeting floor is unacceptable and has clearly created a 
hostile work environment." 

FinCom members criticized the $548,000 quote that 
Joyce had previously suggested, with two members saying 
they researched similar vehicles and came up with much lower 
prices, to the tune of $290,000, according to Minard. Joyce 
questioned whether they were looking at used or new, and said 
FinCom did not know the specs of the proposed truck because 
they had only received a copy of them on April 28. 

"One must compare apples to apples," said Joyce. 

According to Joyce, Mattapoisett appropriated $550,000 
in 2011 to purchase a new pumper which wound up costing 
$536,000. In Wareham, he stated, they appropriated $581,000 for 
a new pumper and "eventually spent every dime." 

"The FinCom has made every effort to thwart the 
purchase of a replacement pumper," said Joyce. "They have 
neglected to grant my request for a meeting specific to this 
matter almost a year ago, not the other way around." He 
continued, "Now they wish to squeeze out whatever life may be 
left by sending it to a committee." 

Joyce stated, regardless of the selectmen's opinion on 
the article, "you need to hear the rest of the story."

''I cannot fathom the reasons behind this personal 
attack/' said Joyce. He later said, ''I ... ask you, as the Town 
Fathers and my bosses, address and put a stop to these personal 
threats and actions that detract from our purpose and only serve 
to cloud the real issues.'' 

Selectman Stephen Gushing agreed that what he 
read in the newspaper led him to believe that it was indeed a 
personal attack on Joyce and that there is ''some kind of issue." 

"I am absolutely opposed to passing over this article," 
said Henry. He called it "illegal" to have an exact quote for a 
purchase of this significance without prior appropriation. 

"For a committee to expect to get bid-ready 
documents," said Henry, "It's just illegal." He said he found no 
reason to pass on the article and he was "distressed by how this 
has come about." 

"I could not agree with you more," said Chairman Jody 
Dickerson. 

Joyce said he does not want a contentious relationship 
with FinCom, and he wants to get past this. 

"Tommy Joyce did not design this truck," said the 
chief. "The truck committee came up with the specs." All he did, 
said Joyce, was cut the price down further to save more money.

"Fm not going to drive this truck," Joyce emphasized. 

The board will go forward with the article, said Henry. 

"Someone should apologize to you. Chief," said Henry. 
"Fm sorry that this was directed at you . . . and we'll rectify that 
somehow." Henry continued, "Sorry that it fell on you that way 
... on behalf of the Town's fathers here." 

In other contentious matters, several residents from 
the Inland Road and Dexter Way area argued that their private 
roads should be accepted by the Town and plowed and sanded 
during winter storms; they were ultimately told that no one 
other than the voters could make that decision. 

The town initially sought counsel about the matter 
since it was concerned about liability and legal issues involved 
with taking over responsibility for snow removal.

told selectmen that Marion has about 80 miles of road: 32 miles 
are town-owned, 14 state-owned (Routes 6 and 105), and 34 
miles are privately owned. 

The annual budget for snow removal of the 32 town- 
owned roads is $50,000 but Special Town Meeting annually 
appropriates an additional $40,000. 

Zora said that if the Town takes on the snow removal 
of private roads, the budget would double, as well as the many 
phone calls to the office during winter storms. 

"To double it now would double everything as far as I 
can see,'' said Zora. 

'The Town is a target because it has deep pockets 
because of the insurance," said Henry, concerned about liability. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said he would not 
anticipate insurance rates to rise dramatically right away. 

Inland Road resident Al Caron referenced 
Massachusetts General Law Chapter 40 Section 6c, which allows 
a town to plow private ways without having to take other road 
maintenance, alleviating the Town's concern over liability. 

Caron argued with Zora over emergency access during 
storms, and then Caron asked to feature an article requesting the 
measure to appear on the Fall Town Meeting warrant. 

But as Dawson pointed out, even though Caron will 
not like the answer as he put it, the law that Caron cited requires 
a petition of 200 signatures in order to appear specifically on the 
Annual Town Election ballot for voters to decide if the Town will 
appropriate funds for private road paving. 

In addition to that, the private roads must be open to 
public use in order to qualify. Dawson emphasized that this is 
the State's law, not the Town's law.

Other residents found Zora's responses to their 
concerns "negative" and "inconsiderate," speaking out in favor 
of their cause with one resident accusing the Town of paving 
private roads where, allegedly, a town official lives, specifically 
mentioning Planting Island Road. 

Zora denied the claim, saying the Town owns and 
plows the causeway, but stops at the entrance to Planting Island. 

Caron told Dawson to "pencil us in for next year" at 
Town Meeting. 

"Because we're gonna get the word out." 

The 2014 Annual Town Meeting is May 12 at 6:15 pm 
at the Sippican School, and the next scheduled meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen is May 20 at 7:00 pm at the Town House.

Warrant Review Leads to Recommendations 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 

Department heads gathered with the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen to review the Special and Annual Town 
Meeting warrants, with minimal discussion that led to the 
recommendation of all relevant articles by selectmen and the 
Finance Committee. 

The fiscal year 2015 operating budget, standing at 
$19,029,986 and featured on Article 5, passed with only a 
few remarks from Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, 
mostly identifying any significant increases in revenue, 
which is up $668,000, or 3.6%, according to LaCamera. 

State aid is up $46,000, "Which Tve expressed many 
times is a major disappointment," said LaCamera. 

Reimbursement for veteran's services is higher 
due to increased services to a higher number of veterans 
in Rochester. LaCamera said the slight increases in state 
funding are especially challenging for the school district 
when it comes to Chapter 70 funds, w^hich LaCamera stated 
should be higher than what it is. 

LaCamera said state aid over the past five years has 
remained "pretty much level-funded." 

Residents are buying newer vehicles, said 
LaCamera, which has driven up the excise tax revenues, and 
an increase in licenses and permits has increased revenue to 
the Town as well. 

One significant increase in the FY15 operating 
budget, as pointed out by LaCamera, is the EMS budget, 
up $132,000 due to the establishment of the Town-run 
Emergency Medical Service. LaCamera said ambulance fees 
the Town will receive for EMS services would ultimately 
cover $100,000 of that increase. 

The Fire Department is up $30,000 for new 
equipment, and the school budget has increased $82,000 
from FY14, which LaCamera called "excellent" because of the 
relatively small increase.

Warrant discussions began with the Special Town 
Meeting warrant, in which only two articles appear. 

The first - to transfer and appropriate 
"unanticipated costs'' for FY14 - brought on a bit of 
contention when Town Moderator Woody Hartley pointed 
out that a specific amount for those unanticipated costs was 
still absent from the warrant. 

"The idea of the warrant is to warn the inhabitants 
of this town of whaf s going on," said Hartley. He asked, "Is 
it one dollar or $1 million?" 

Hartley stated that the number given on the warrant 
does not have to be exact, in his opinion, but residents should 
know if they should expect around $10,000 or maybe even 
more. He added that without a ballpark figure, residents 
might not be able to assess whether or not it is significant 
enough to even appear at Town Meeting. 

LaCamera rebutted by saying the exact number 
would be on the warrant by the Special Town Meeting, and 
that it is hard for "us" to be sure of the amount ahead of 
time. 

"It's a moving target," said LaCamera. He said there 
are still two months left to FY14, which makes the estimating 
process tricky. "We do the best we can," said LaCamera. "I 
won't make a number up." 

The second Special Town Meeting article accepts 
a law that states an elected member of the Board of Health 
who works in the septic system installation business can 
sit on the board, but a conflict of interest must be avoided 
by having an independent party inspect any septic work 
completed by the board member.

Annual warrant Article 1 accepts the annual report. 
Article 2 approves elected official salaries, and Article 3 
approves a two-percent increase in cost of living (COLA) for 
employees. 

In addition to the FY15 budget article. Article 6 
appropriates $300 to planting shellfish in Marion, Article 
7 appropriates $305,695 in Chapter 90 funds, and Article 8 
adjusts the fine for failure to license a dog kennel to $100, 
bringing it in line with other fines such as failure to license a 
dog. 

Article 9 is the contentious Flood Plain District 
Amendment that has sparked debate among Planning Board 
members who are leaning toward not recommending the by- 
law amendment until FEMA flood map errors are corrected. 

The Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee did 
not take a vote on recommendation for this article because it 
is under the jurisdiction of the Planning Board. 

Article 10 increases the quorum for Town Meeting 
from 75 to 100, with a quorum of 50 for Special Town 
Meetings. Article 11 approves transferring money into the 
Stabilization Fund, but LaCamera stated that this year the 
Town would not be appropriating any funding toward the 
Stabilization Fund. 

Also during the meeting, FinCom appointed Jim 
Austin to the Finance Committee. 

The next public meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
will be May 19 at 6:30 pm at Town Hall. 

By-law Amendments Removed From Warrant 

Mattapoisett Planning Board-

After months of meeting, rewriting, debating, and 
studying, the Mattapoisett Planning Board's amendments to 
several zoning by-laws will not be brought before the voters 
during the spring annual town meeting. 

Chairman Thomas Tucker was surprised to 
learn that this deletion had taken place during the special 
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public hearing of the board on April 30. He had arrived 
at the hearing prepared to incorporate changes offered by 
town counsel and suggestions from the public. However, 
according to board member John Mathieu, when Secretary 
Tammy Ferreira sent out a message to board members at 
the behest of town counsel asking that the amendments be 
removed from the warrant, only he had responded. Mathieu 
then spoke to town counsel, who suggested that more time 
was needed to write amendments for voters' consideration, 
so rather than hurry through public hearings and rewrites 
days prior to town meeting, Mathieu agreed with counsel. 
Hence the amendments were removed. 

Now with the entire summer available to write and 
re-write by-law amendments. Tucker opened the floor to 
discussion of any and all by-laws. He explained, on several 
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occasions during the meeting, that the Planning Board 
was only attempting to make the by-laws more concise 
and user friendly, easier to work with, and less confusing. 
He reiterated that all they could do was offer the town 
suggested text changes and that it would be up to the voters 
- not the board - to adopt them. 

The by-laws the board has worked on to date 
are: signage, screening, parking, trailers, and common 
driveways. 

On the topic of signs, board members made it clear 
that they were attempting to eliminate internally-illuminated 
signs wherever possible. They concurred that signs could be 
grandfathered, repaired, or maintained, but that if a change 
of use transpired then a newer by-law (yet to be written or 
adopted) could eliminate an illuminated sign at that location. 
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Parking was discussed from a commercial viewpoint 
that gave rise to Paul Osenkowski's questions regarding 
parking in cluster housing developments. Mathieu told 
Osenkowski that with special permitting, the board had 
the right to waive any number of restrictions. Osenkowski 
has been making the rounds of several town boards and 
committees seeking information on the Brandt Beach 
cluster housing project known as Brandt Point Village. The 
developer has been seeking permission to eliminate two 
bedroom houses from the original plan and make all the 
homes three bedrooms. This request has caused the Planning 
Board to consider requiring an entirely new set of plans 
rather than a simple amendment to the original plans. 

Osenkowski has been vocal in his concern that not 
only will increased waste water issues be detrimental to the 
area, but the increased number of cars to an already busy 
roadway will be adverse as well. 

Mathieu said that when the development was first 
permitted, they were required to provide four off-street 
parking spaces and two garaged spaced for a total of six. He 
felt that even if the developer receives permission to change 
the original bedroom layouts, the number of parking spaces 
is sufficient as it currently stands. 

Mathieu said that the Village Condominiums cluster 
housing development was an example of not having enough 
parking planned for the normal use of the residences. He 
said that in the future, the board would be looking at things 
like this for better solutions. 

On the theme of parking, there was discussion about 
locations such as the village and beach communities where 
off-street parking was already non-existent. Andy Bobola, 
Director of Inspectional Services, asked that if a village home 
was torn down would the board then look for a new plan 
of the site to include off-street parking. The board members 
felt that in some instances off-street parking would be 
problematic even for a new build, so special consideration 
will have to be made. 

Regarding the Marine Residence by-laws that Brad 
Hathaway wished to discuss. Tucker said that at this time 
they are not suggesting amendments to that by-law, but 
when it does come up for discussion, "weTl have to hold that 
hearing in the school . . . that will be a disaster . . . weTl need 
more space." 

Bobola brought to the attention of the board that 
the Flood Plain by-law will be brought up at town meeting

Brandt Point Village Hearing Postponed 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Brandt Island area residents came out in force on May 
6 for the public hearing on permit amendments requested by 
Brandt Island Realty Trust to their Brandt Point Village cluster 
housing project. The principals of the trust are seeking to amend 
their permit to reflect a change in the number of bedrooms. 
The present permit allows a percentage of the homes to be 
three-bedrooms. The developer wishes to make all the homes 
three-bedrooms, thereby increasing the number of people living 
within the compound. The developer also plans to upgrade the 
septic system to accommodate the increased number of people. 

However, the abutters and others residents living 
in the beach community aren't pleased. They are concerned 
that traffic will be exponentially increased with the additional 
bedrooms and that waste water treatment, even if state-of-the- 
art, will not be sufficient to ensure the cleanliness of the ocean 
water nearby. 

Chairman Tom Tucker was concerned that the number 
of people in attendance exceeded the fire code for the meeting 
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room at town hall and said he would postpone the hearing until 
a larger venue could be secured. Not everyone was pleased 
with that, and some asked how many people needed to leave in 
order to meet the code requirement. Seven people volunteered. 
But Tucker hesitated when it was brought to his attention that 
not everyone had been officially notified of the hearing that was 
originally scheduled for May 5 but which had been moved to 
May 6 without benefit of another public hearing notice being 
posted. After conferring with the applicant and town counsel 
during a recess, Tucker returned to say that the hearing would, 
in fact, be postponed until May 19 at 7:00 pm. The venue will 
either be Center School or Old Hammondtown School. He 
advised interested parties to contact the Planning Board Office 
for confirmation of location prior to the hearing date. A new 
Dublic hearing notice will be posted at town hall. 



The balance of the agenda was two informal 
discussions. The first was with Patricia McArdle, representing 
the family owning 9 Killers Cove. She came before the Planning 
Board to seek their guidance on how best to proceed regarding 
the permanent establishment of a deed for lot #6 at that address. 
After some discussion, it was determined that she should file 
an 81X sub-division plan. The parcel had been sub-divided 
in the 1940s, but documentation had never been sufficiently 
completed. The board will sign off on the plan once submitted 
by the applicant. 

Also coming before the board for another informal 
decision was Brad Saunders, representing Bay Club. There are 
three issues at hand on which he sought their guidance before 
going further. Those issues are: 1) establishing 20% of new units 
to be built in the future with zero lot lines for the building of 
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duplexes in which the owners will also own the land on three 
sides; 2) changing by-laws to allow a general business zoned 
space to be used for cluster housing; and 3) a by-law change that 
would allow industrial zoned spaces to be used as open spaces. 
He said that should the developers' plan be approved in liie 
future, building would only take place once public sewer service 
was available. 

It was the consent of the board members that at least 
two of the items needed to go before the voters during town 
meeting because they involved by-law changes. Regarding 
zero lot lines, they decided that counsel would be consulted for 
determination if the board could permit duplexes of this type or 
if another course of action was necessary. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board is May 19 at 7:00 pm at a venue to be announced 
next week. 

Proposed Shed Encroaches Wetlands 

Rochester Conservation Commission

On May 6, the Rochester Conservation Commission 
heard resident John Scheub discuss the enlargement of a shed on 
his property, from its current 12- by 8-foot size to a larger 12- by 
24-foot size. This change would cause the shed to extend into 
the 100-foot buffer zone to a wetland bordering Snipatuit Pond. 

''We were out there tonight and we saw how close it 
is already to the wetland," said ConCom member Rosemary 
Smith. She commented that it's currently on cinderblocks. 

Rather than installing a concrete slab, ConCom 
member John Teal stated, "I think cinderblocks are the way to 
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go. Fve built plenty of sheds on cinderblocks. I think it would be 
fine/' 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon explained that 
there have been two orientations on this site already and that 
"the problem is that it is a one-acre lot. And then you add the 
pond.'' She further explained that, ''it's just a maxed out site. It's 
tight, but he's within his rights to apply for it." 

The commission members discussed moving the 
location of the shed, and there seemed to be a little bit of wiggle 
room, but not much. 

Smith asked Scheub why he needed that much room. 

Scheub replied that he has four kids, cars and 
motorcycles, as well as a decent amount of "stuff" that he would 
like to keep contained. 




ConCom member Kevin Cassidy proposed that a fence 
be built as a permanent barrier around the property, with a 
condition that no other buildings are allowed on this property. 

"Perhaps we need a continuance to make sure we get 
this right," said Farinon. She agreed to meet with Scheub on the 
property to go over specifics and then re-address the request at 
the next meeting in two weeks. The continuance was granted. 

Farinon then launched into a talk about the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection Advisory 
Committee, on which she is the vice chairman. This committee 
would like to shed some light on how we manage our water 
resources in Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester. 

Farinon handed out a brochure with information about 
the Mattapoisett River Valley's aquifer. It states that just last 
year, our aquifer supplied approximately 2.2 million gallons per 
day for domestic and commercial use. This committee works on 
activities such as land purchases, engineering studies and water 
conservation programs. 

Farinon said that this is "one of the most rewarding 
committees I've worked on." More information can be found on 
the website www.MattRiverValleyProtection.org. 

On a different note, ConCom member Laurene Gerrior 
told the commission that she has discovered a raven's nest in 
Rochester. This is a northern bird, similar to a crow. It is the 
second one found in Plymouth County. 

A water event involving kayaks was discussed and 
tentative dates were made for this summer, as well as a kick- 
off to open Doggett's Brook sometime in late June. More 
information will follow once the dates and events are set. 

The Annual Town Meeting will be held on May 19, and 
the following Conservation Commission meetings will be on 
May 30 and June 3.

unanticipated potential increase in students moving into the 
district. 

The committee had prior discussions about possibly 
allotting a few slots for the kindergarten, but after White 
pointed out that two teachers and paraprofessionals were 
cut from the FY15 budget, and as class sizes now stand at 16 
students, the committee decided to forego the prospective 
revenue of $5,000 per school choice student to avoid any 
possible negative impacts to children already in the district. 

With the possibility of a rise in population after 
the staff reduction, "It doesn't really fit at this time,'' stated 
White. 

Also during the meeting, the committee adopted 
the final draft of the district's new Lunch Charging Policy, 
which will allow students with overdue balances to charge 
up to five meals before an alternative lunch of a cheese or 
WOWBUTTER® sandwich is offered. 

The policy calls for administration to contact parents 
who have not paid the overdue accounts well ahead of the 
potential for an overdue lunch, and Rochester Memorial 
School Principal Derek Medeiros said he is confident in the 
school-home communication process and does not anticipate 
any problems getting the word across to parents in time 
before the alternate lunch is offered. 

"We do reach out in a number of ways," said 
Medeiros, including emails and phone calls. He added 
that since reaching out to parents around Christmas, the 
school has seen a significant increase in families who have 
applied and qualified for free or reduced lunches, which has 
alleviated some of the problems with overdue accounts. 




"I don't think it's put in place to be punitive," said 
White about the alternative lunch option. Rather, he said it 
is just best to have an official policy in place to work with 
families. 

In other news, the committee approved an 
agreement with the YMCA for its symbiotic usage of RMS 
for the YMCA's after school child care program. 

New Chairperson Sharon Hartley was part of 
the negotiations with the YMCA, and after calculating 
related costs of using the facility annually for the program, 
including utilities and other aspects of wear and tear, they 
came up with the amount of $1,800. 

The YMCA has agreed to split the amount by 
paying the school $900 annually and by providing the 
school with learning opportunities, like field trips and 
presentations, equal to $900. 

The committee approved a building use policy 
for RMS that encourages community use of the building 
without an added financial burden to taxpayers. Facilities 
Director Gene Jones said the other districts would likely 
use the new policy as a model for their own building use 
policies. 

At the start of the meeting, the committee 
acknowledged former School Committee member Tim 
Sholtz, who lost the last election, by thanking him publically 
and by donating a book to the library in his honor. 

The committee also acknowledged RMS sixth- 
grader Ian McCann, who came in fourth place at the state 
geography bee in Worcester in April. 

McCann' s mother gave an emotional thanks to 
the Rochester School District for their contribution toward 
lan's academic success, after years on an Individualized 
Education Plan (lEP), of which, as of last year, he no longer 
requires. 

The committee reorganized, with an awkward 
moment between committee members while voting 
for chairman. New committee member Jennifer Kulak 
nominated a willing Tina Rood, and Robin Rounseville 
nominated Hartley. 

Hartley said that since this would most likely be 
her last year on the committee and since Rood had already 
served as chairman. Hartley would appreciate the chance 
to serve as chair. The vote was 3-2, in favor of Hartley. Rood 
will continue as vice-chairman.

Marion's Annual Town Meeting of 2012 approved a 
Municipal Solar Overlay District on town-owned land which 
includes the capped Sanitary Landfill on Benson Brook Road. 
It was explained at the time that the zoning change would 
permit construction of a solar garden on the 2.4 acre plateau 
at the top of the landfill. 

Massachusetts has joined many other states 
in promoting the installation of solar arrays on capped 
landfills. After landfills are closed, as Marion's has been, 
they are usually fenced off and abandoned except for 
periodic inspections and minor maintenance required by 
DEP. Many communities are beginning to use these sites 
for the generation of clean renewable power with solar PV

Joe, Starring Nicolas Cage and Tye Sheridan. Directed 
by David Gordon Green. Running time: 117 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. Available on iTunes, Amazon Instant 
Video and in select theaters. 

David Gordon Green, it appears, has sweated 
out whatever troglodyte fever inspired him to detour 
into grossout comedies. Hailed as a successor to Terrence 
Malick (or at least a skilled acolyte) for his 2000 debut 
George Washington, Green in recent years had fallen in 
with a bad crowd of dudebros, hitting his nadir with the 
stoner romp Your Highness. As if putting away childish 
things, though. Green has rebounded with the seriocomic 
Prince Avalanche and now the grim Southern gothic ]oe. 
The Malick influence obtains here, too, showing us what it 
might be like if Malick' s camera caressed the swamplands 
and itinerants' detritus of Texas instead of its suburbs 
and plains. Green, however, gives us more finely-etched 
characters than Malick can. Adapting a Larry Brown 
novel. Green and scripter Gary Hawkins hang out in the 
morning chill and evening swelter of the rural south, 
observing without comment. 

Nicolas Cage, sweating out his own schlocky 
fever, plays the eponymous Joe as a man weighed down 
by his own past (violence, prison time) and his temper 
that keeps threatening to make his past the present. 
Joe supervises a crew of men who poison trees so that 
new ones can be planted ~ a perhaps too on-the-nose 
metaphor for godforsaken communities like Joe's, 
plundered and abandoned and financially butchered. 
A local 15-year-old, Gary (Tye Sheridan), emerges from 
the woods and asks for a job on Joe's crew. Gary seeks 
money almost as much as he needs a reason to get out of 
the house, away from his out-of-it mother and his vicious 
drunk of a father. 

Gary Poulter plays the father. Wade, a backwoods 
boogeyman whose veins seem to be pumping with cold 
acid; he beats Gary, steals from him, and later does even 
more irredeemably beastly things. Poulter was one of 
several actors in ]oe who have no previous film credits; 



a homeless man, he was found by Green on the streets 
of Austin, and died there before the film was released. If 
Poulter only had this one performance in him, it was a 
stellar one to come in with and go out on. Wade is vile, 
but Poulter somehow locates the sad humanity in him. 
We're seeing the wreckage of too much booze crossed 
with too many bad brain chemicals ~ the man Gary 
will probably never be but Joe is ever vigilant against 
becoming. Two other inexperienced actors ~ Aj Wilson 
McPhaul as a sympathetic sheriff and Brian Mays as 
Joe's right-hand man on the crew ~ bring effortless 
authority and reality to the movie. Joe is full of amazing 
camera faces, such as a homeless man (Elbert Hill Jr.) 
who unfortunately crosses paths with Wade. As in George 
Washington, Green deftly casts local non-actors for the 
authenticity ~ the palpable sense of having lived hard ~ 
they offer. 

Does the movie really need the stinky psycho 
Willie (Ronnie Gene Blevins), who has a grudge against 
Joe and ultimately joins forces with Wade? It threatens to 
tip Joe into conventional thriller territory, and surrounding 
Joe with mean men he wants to differentiate himself from 
is sort of gilding the lily. It gives Cage fresh raw meat to 
chew on, though, and he consistently underplays. We 
don't catch him cartoonishly straining to keep a lid on his 
rage, as in Wild at Heart or the Ghost Rider movies. Cage 
here is closer to the ballpark of Nick Nolte in Affliction, 
forever haunted by the ghost of his own DNA. 

Joe isn't flawless ~ I'd file it on the "poky but 
compelling" shelf ~ but it's a real movie, for grown-ups, 
fighting for table scraps in a marketplace dominated 
by spider-men and x-persons. It arises from a genuine 
wounded artistic sensibility; it respects talk and sadness 
and the irresolution of life. It's also a man-cave movie, 
where women are whores or drunks and innocence is 
represented by Gary's nonverbal sister, though they're 
also seen to be living inside an apocalyptic reality created 
in large part by corrupt and violent men. (What I said 
about Cormac McCarthy's The Counselor also holds true 
here: Joe isn't a feminist work but it really isn't masculinist 
either.) Thematically the movie is simplistic but sound 
~ sometimes the two go together ~ and Green, along with 
ace cinematographer Tim Orr, finds the beauty in the 
squalor in which these people love and hate and work 
and kill. It's a work of quiet substance.

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installations. The work must be done carefully to avoid 
damage to the cap, but the town and the Department 
of Environmental Protection will require design and 
construction measures which will ensure such care. A good 
example of a similar project is Fairhaven's solar farm on its 
landfill located north of Bridge Street, which we inspected 
with a representative of the Planning Board in 2011. 

Marion's Energy Management Committee has 
recommended to the Board of Selectmen that the town lease 
its landfill to an experienced solar contractor for our own 
community solar project. The lease would be a new source 
of income for the town. The contractor would work with 
the town to furnish locally generated solar power to local 
residents and small businesses. In order to move this project 
forward, please support Article 31 at the upcoming Annual 
Town Meeting.

Planning: There is little or no coordinated planning 
for management of Town assets and resources. Planning and 
spending are sporadic and reactive reflecting continuing 
narrow "Chimney Management." Board-based and 
comprehensive planning does not yet exist and is necessary 
for effective asset and resource planning and utilization. 
Without this, community needs are hard to identify and 
prioritize. Operating and capital budgeting are difficult. 

Geographical and Zoning Restrictions: Size 14 
square miles and remote location: There is significant 
allocation of land to open spaces, conservation, wetlands 
and highways.

the foundation for financing municipal government. 
Revenue growth from other sources is limited. Operating 
revenue enhancement and debt financing opportunities for 
capital spending is limited by a small tax base supported by 
a growing number of fixed income retirees. There are 2,400 
taxpayers: 25% of the taxpayers pay 60% of the taxes and 
50% of the taxpayer pay 80% of the taxes. 

Population and Demographics: Marion's population 
is 5,300: 30% of the population is retirement age and many 
living on fixed incomes, yet only 8.4% of our population is 
Sippican School age grades K-6th. The Town is attractive for 
retirees and second home owners. High paying employment 
opportunities are very limited to support younger families 
and growing income levels. 

The Marion Town Meeting warrant is out with 
a healthy dose of spending and financial commitments. 
Marion's costs continue increasing and now are approaching 
$25 million. The Proposed $19.1 Town Meeting operating 
Budget allocated for each tax dollar is: 44 cents for operating 
Town government; 35 cents for the Sippican School; and 21 
cents for all other schools. Sewer and the water enterprise 
funds are $2.4 and $1.97 million respectively. There is 
$620,000 requested for trust and stabilization funds, good 
fiscal planning by the finance committee. Another three 
warrant articles request $39,500 in spending for weed 
control, a viewing platform and CPC administration. 

The Warrant's proposed $2.7 million FY 2015 
capital budget request includes a $1.5 million water tank, 
$540,000 fire truck, and $203,000 in Music Hall repairs 
scattered among three different article requests. Funding 
request are also included for engineering studies for a new 
DPW complex and the sewer plant which will significantly 
improve planning and capital forecasting for these facilities. 

Coming over the longer term financial horizon 
for current and future taxpayers are approvals, future 
commitments and capital spending estimated at $133.4 
million or $47,270 per taxpayer. At this point, Marion has

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moments in race history over the next few weeks. Runners, 
volunteers, and sponsors have graciously provided 
comments and thoughts on the race. 

Today, approximately 1,000 runners enter the race. 
Quite a change from the first race that was run in 1971 with 
30+ entrants. The race began at Pt. Connett. Runners were 
transported from the village to the starting line in a school 
district truck. Bob Gardner, the first race director, remembers 
the race was started with cannon fire. While this was an 
effective means of starting the race, this method came to a 
quick demise when windows in nearby homes were blown 
out. Runners would wend their way through Crescent Beach 
and continue on to the finish line. The five-mile race ended 
on the town beach wharf under the watchful eye of Beatrice 
Ingram. Bob's daughter, Karen, would record a runner's time 
on a chalkboard. Unfortunately, if race day was rainy, the 
results might get washed away. A quick dip in Mattapoisett 
Harbor gave runners the chance to cool off. With such a small 
number of runners, this was very doable. It would be a little 
trickier to have 1,000 people jumping off the wharf into the 
harbor. 

The race today is far more sophisticated with high- 
tech timing, numerous officials stationed along the race 
route, medical personnel, police and volunteers in Shipyard 
Park providing water and fruit as runners finish. Runners 
come from all over New England and beyond to participate 
in this five-mile test of their running ability. But it is the local 
runners who have a special attachment to the Mattapoisett 
Road Race. It is best summarized by last year's winner, Jason 
Eddy, who grew up in Rochester and graduated from Old

Marion Police Department was assessed on April 10 and 11 of 
this year by a team of Commission-appointed assessors. 

"Going through the process initially requires intense 
self-scrutiny and ultimately provides a quality assurance 
review of the agency/' said Mooers. To conduct this self- 
assessment and prepare for the on-site review of the 159 
standards by the Commission, Chief Miller appointed 
Lieutenant John Garcia to serve as the Department's 
Accreditation Manager. The department's job is not done, 
however, as Chief Miller's ultimate goal for the Department is 
to achieve the Commission's highest award: Accreditation. 

Marion is currently one of 20 of the 176 participating 
agencies in Massachusetts to be granted Certification status. 
As of today, it is the only department in Plymouth County to 
hold this status. Certification has been granted for a period 
of three years. Currently 51 agencies are fully accredited, 
with only three departments located in Plymouth County. 
Participation in the program is strictly voluntary.
